TRAIN TO BERLIN. 


ROBERT P. SHERMAN CON- 
DUCTS PROVISION-LADEN 
» CARS INTO CAPITAL, 


That the ex-Kalser of Germany 
has a fair chance to become Chair- 
man of the League of Nations, and 
possibly the President of the United 
States of the World, is the opinion 
of at least one clergyman in Ber 


lin, according to a letter received 
yesterday by Mrs. R. P. Sherman, 
of Santa Monica, from her husband, 
Maj. Robert P. Sherman, who re- 
cently entered Berlin as Master of 
Transportation in charge of an 
American Red Cross train, the first 
train to have gone from Paris to 
the German capita] in four and «a 
half years. 

Maj. Sherman, son of General M. 
H. Sherman of Los Angeles, former- 
ly was Chairman of the Bay Cities 
Red Cross organization, including 
Santa Monica, Venice, Redondo and 
other South Coast cities, on re- 
ceipt of a cablegram request from 
the American Red Cross Commis- 
sioner for France, Mr. Sherman 
sailed for France and upon his ar- 
rival wag appointed captain and 


ey E. Newlin, Manager of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross work in Par Mr. 
Sherman was delighted to take up 
Red Cross work on this broader 
scale, especially as he wag to co- 
operate with his old Berkeley aol- 
lege chum, Maj. Newlin. Both Maj. 
Newlin and Mr. Sherman not only 
paid their own way overseas but 
neither of them ever used a penny 
of Red Cross money for their indi- 
vidual expenses in Europe. After 
the signing of the armistice. Maj. 
Newlin returned to America, is now 
in New York and expects soon to 
return to his home in Los Angeles, 
while Mr. Sherman, who Was pro- 
moted to the rank of major a few 
months ago, was appointed officer 
of the Red Cross train, the first of 
many others soon to follow, which 
reached Berlin about the middle of 
February, carrying a load of provi- 
sions to be distributed anfong hun- 
dreds of the 800,000 Allied prison- 
ers in Germany, most of whom are 
Russians. *Mr. Sherman, who is 
also Director of the Bur€au of 
Transportation, writes that the tre- 
mendous task of feeding the prison- 
ers will be accomplished through 
the establishment of a system of 
zones, the various prison camps of 
which will be visited by the Red 
Cross contingent as often as pos- 


sible.

concerning “starving Germany.” 


which is being wired over the world 
by scheming German official it is 
interesting to read the account by 
Mr. Sherman of his trip through 
Germany on the way to Berlin. In 
a letter to his father, Mr. Sherman, 
says: “The  obuildings, roadways 
and railroads in Germany are in 
splendid order, with no evidence of 
a recent war. The contrast with 
conditions of the country and peo- 
ple of France is amazing.' The 
people at the stations where we 
stopped were all well dressed and 
appear to be In excellent health and 
prosperity. The wonren and chil- 
dren, especially, were neatly at- 
tired and look “‘fit’—far fitter than 
the.French widows and orphans. 
The people we saw at the satations 
are the average, of course, mostly 
of t middie class, so I consider 
that they represent the general con- 
dition of Germany. By the way, 
father, I am sending you a German 
bayonet which I picked up on a 
French battlefield.” (Gen. Sher- 
man received the weapon-—stained: 
with the rust of blood and dew— 
a few days ago.) 

In a letter from Berlin, dated 
February 23, Mr. Sherman writes 
to Mrs, Sherman. at Santa Monica, 
as follows: “Dear Ruth.—Here we 
are in Berlin, with Germ Ger- 
mans everywhere and not a < in 
sight—meaning anything but disre- 
spect to our brothers of La Belle 
France! One German soldier 
saluted me today—and I'm gorry to 
say that I think he mistook me for 
a German officer! Of coursé things 
in Berlin have been somewhat ‘shot 
up’ by the mad Sparticistse—espec- 
ially the palaces, but then the world 
is about through with kings and 
autecrats ‘Anyway. Sight seeing 
would be a bore to me, but I have 
real work to do, which makes ob- 
servation more interesting. 

Also, each day ig spiced with 
the conditions and things we see— 
and we certainly had formed some 
erroneous impressions from reports 
we had heard concerning ‘poor Ger- 
many!’ A minister tn one large 
church here today told his congre- 
gation that their Kaiser was the 
father of the League of Nations 
idea! We are eating at one of the 
best restaurants in Berlin. We 
have to supply our own flodr, sugar, 
coffee, canned meat and dried fruit, 
the house furnishing the service, 
vegetables, soups and hamburger— 
which latter edible may be crow or

Victory Loan Quota may be 
for Six Billions. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE. 
WASHINGTON, March 22.—With 
the anouncement today that collec- 
tions from the first 25 per cent. in- 
stallment payment of income and 
profit taxes last Saturday amounted | . 
to $1,001,000,000 and might go 
higher with later reports, the last 
financial milestone preceding the 
Victory Liberty Loan, has been 
passed, and it seems probable that 
the loan would be for approximately 


$6,000,000,000. 

Governors of Federal reserve 
banks attending a conference clos- 
ing tonight were told that although 
official statements to the amount of 
the loan heretofore have referred 
to “five or six billions,” the higher 
figure was nearer correct. Treasury 
officials emphasized, however, that 
the amount had not actually been 
determined. 

Tax collections of a little more 
than $1,000,000,000 indicated that 
the tota] tax yielded this year from 
income and profits levied would be 
more than $4,000,000,000 and might 
reach the $4,700,000,000 estimate 
of Congress at the time of enacting 
the revenue bill. The aggregate of 
first installment payments will bring 
into the Treasury only about $2690,- 
600,000 net at this time since $890,- 
000,000 is required to pay certifi- 
cates of indebtedness maturing co- 
incidentally with the tax payments. 

In support of the belief .that the 
Treasury would make $6,000,900,000 
the goal of the Victory Loan cam- 
paign ,officials point out that &4,- 
855,000,000 certificates of indebted- 
nests were outstanding to be re- 
deemed out of the proceeds of the 
loan and that probably another bil- 
lion must be issued before loan re- 
eceipts begin to pour in. Proceeds 
from the certificates will be re- 
quired to pay ordinary government 
expenses for two months, now frun- 
ning at the rate of $1,200,000,000 a 
month, and to redeem a little more 
than $6,000,000,000 of certificates 
falling due before May 6. . 

The Treasury has available to 
meet current cash requirements 
about $1,700,000,000, a rather high 
net balance, not including last 
week's tax collections. Officials, 
however, do not desire to let the 
cash working balance get below a/ 
billion dollars, for this is less than 
a month’s expenses. 
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Indications are that unless, the 
Victory Loan is largely oversub- 
acribed, the Treasury will have to 
begin within a few months after the 
campaign to market new securities, 
selling them mainly to banks, as a 
means of meeting future govern- 
metn ekpenses. These would be in 
addition to possible issue of tax 
certificates in anticipation of the 
last two installments of tax pay-/ 
ments September 15 and December 
15.- In preparation for the seconé 
Installment June 15, approximately 
$685,000,000 of certificates are out- 
standing. The Treasury has an- 
nounced it does not expect to in- 
crease the amount of these certifi- 
cates.

SOLOS AS FEATURE. 

In 1916, Marcella Craft, a River- 
side girl, who had just -returned 
from Europe with a growing-reputa- 
tion as an opera singer, accepted an 
invitation ‘to sing at the sunrise 
service, and sang. the solos, which 
have now become an established 
feature. At that service’ represen- 
tatives of fourteen nations unfurled 
jtheir flags at the foot of the cross 
and above these a large American 
flag was unfurled. About 12,000 
people attended this service. Eleven 
hundred automobiles ascended the 
mountain that morning. 

The er sunrise service, which 
was begun in a small way on Mt. 
Rubidoux, has now spread far and 
wide, but there is an impressive 
smemnity that makes the Mt. Rubi- 
doux service distinctive and signifi- 
cant. Men who have been Interested

UR INTEREST IN RUSSIA. 
Secretary Baker's announcement that 
the American troops are to be withdrawn 
from Siberia presumably involves their 
withdrawal also from other parts of Russia. 
This is opening a question into which it 
behooves every government in the world 
Senator Johnson fills the air with his 
clamor to have the American boys brought 
home; Senator Somebody Else thinks it is 


outrageous that we should withhold our 
armed forces; we should send over vast 
armies; should wallop the Bolsheviki into 
good behavior and make everybody behave. | 

The question has lain quiescent until now. 
Owing to the rigors of the Russian winter 
it has not been physically possible to bring 
the Yankee soldiers cut of snowbound Rus- 
sia. In May, however, the ice-locked Rus- 
sian harbors will be opened. It will then © 
be possible to bring home the Yanks if the 
situation justifies. | 

A solemn responsibility will thus be 
brought home to us. Hager as we wre to 
have our boys home again, this must be. 
put aside as a minor consideration. 

The question is, What is best for Russia 
and for the world. 

And these two considerations are almost 
interchangeable. Upon the future of Rus- 
sia depends the future of the world. Some 
day this huge giant will awake im all his 
strength; what he does then will be gov- 
erned by what we do to him now. By rea- 
son of its dominant strategic position; by 
reason of vast resources and absolutely un- 
limited man power Russia is as certain as, 
sunrise to be one of the greatest powers 


beneficent power or an evil depends very 
largely upon the way it is guided through 
the difficult morass of Bolshevism. 

It is difficult to believe in the sincerity 
of statesmen who argue that we should put 
a fence around Russia and let her work out 
her own doom without a helping hand. 

It is not a matter of humanitarianism or 
Utopianism. It is a matter of busifiess sa- 
gacity. For our own future protection it is 
up to us to see that the Russia pf tomorrow 
is a Russia that we can live In the same 
world with. a 

It is impossible for us to permit a neigh- 
bor to maintain a pest hole in his beek 
yard. It ig our own lives which will pay. 
Just so, we cannot with safety permit Rus- 
sia to go her own way and hope she 
chokes—as the saying is. | 

Russia must come through this crisis with 
some kind of sane, decent government, and 
we must help her. America cannot shirk 
her share of the responsibility. It is not 
possible ever to return to a condition. We 
have stepped forward and we cannot go 
back. There are few Americans who do 
not wish that we were back in our pre-war 
state of magnificent isolation. But we are . 
not. We never can be again. 

The very power of our isolation has 
brought us into the European world. We 
have become almost the center of European 
affairs. It is utterly impossible for us to 
throw up our hands and leave the rest of 
the world to go hang. | 

A nation, no more than an individual, 


would like to be careless boys and giris 
again; but we are not and cannot be. We 
are grown up with the grown-up problems 
of enormous wealth and enormous strength. 
We “belong” now. And part of belonging 
is taking part in the common problems of 
the great powers. The greatest of these 
is the future of Russia. 

Coming again to the concrete problem of 
the American troops it ig not a question for 
us to decide by ourselves. Even were we 
so inclined, we haven't the armed forces... 
necessary to overrun and conquer Russia. 
It was the belief of great military experts 
before the war that it would be impossible 
ever to conquer Russia. It is too vast and 
inert. An invading army would be utteily 
swallowed up in the enormous areas. A 
coalition of powers might undertake the 
military conquest of Russia, but to no good 
end. 

If we may be painfully frank on the sub- 
ject, the United States could not lend itself 
to such a project—joint conquest—for the 
reason that we would, in so doing, become 
the inevitable cat’spaw of other nations. 
Our interests lie solely in establishing a 
firm and decent government in Russia; in 


| 


| 


breaking up the breeding place of Bolshe- | 


vism. But there are other great 
powers not so single-minded. We 
will not claim a superior degree of 
piety; it is simply that our material 
interests do not clash. 

But the fact remains that we could 
not safely place our armies at the 
disposal of any loosely-undertaken 
joint ‘European expedition to bring 
about peaceful conditions in Russia. 
We would find ourselves washing the 
dirty dishes for someone else's feast. 
Before undertaking any such part- 
nership invasion we must know what 
ig next to be afterward. 

The answer of the whole prob! 
seems to be the League of Nati 
In fact the Russian crisis, with) its 
great effect upon the happiness and 
prosperity of future ages, is alone 
sufficient to make the gue of Na- 
tiong an urgent necessity, 

‘It is doubtful if there is any Rus- 
sian policy that can now be adopted 
to steer the ship through. It is not 
like catching Pancho Villa. In deal- 


ing with Russia we are dealing with | 


a slow and terrible glacier. It can’t 
be stopped; it can’t be checkefl. It 
has to be dealt with from day to 
day as the situation develops. 

Clearly, our Senators have dealt 
with the problem of bringing home 
the American troops with too near- 
sighted an eye. This is a matter for 
the council of the elders. In a few 
years we will no longer remember 
whether our men came home in 
April or December; but if we make 
a serious mistake our children’s chil- 
dren’s descendants will curse our 
memories in their pain.

NOBLE STAND BY HEARST. 


Against Development Enterprises and Productive 
Projects Unless Bearing the Hearst 
Brand, Says Visitor. 


“My letter,” said Mr. Bradford, 
“was written by me after a lunch- 
eon today at the Athletic Club, which 
Was attended by several eastern 
friends who are also here for vaca- 
tions, and also by three prominent 
Los Angeles business men. The 
luncheon discussion began with the 
effects of the war, and we all arcreed 
that splendid business prospects are 
in sight for this country. Finally 
the subject of Los Angeles news- 
papers Was brought up, and several 
of those present sailed into Mr. 
Hearst and his Los Angeles Ex- 
aminer. 


Mr. Sumner Childs Bradfcrd, a 
Steel man of New York and Phila- 
deilphia, with company offices in 
the Equitable Building, who is vis- 
fing friends in Pasadena, brought 
te the efiitor of The Times, yester- 
day, a communication which he said 
The Times could print or not, as it 
chose, but. Mr. Bradford said that 
he believed that the letter was one 
which the editor of The Times 


should at least read and consider 
the facts contained therein. 


“Now, I hold no brief for Hearstnewspapers and barred them from 
nor his local paper, which one of 
those present humorously, I thought, 
called ‘Losangeleski Examinerovitch, 
formerly the Staats Zeitung,’ 
pointed out the Hearst journalistic 
Kremlin at Eleventh street, with its 
Moscow-like onion domes painted in 
the Bolshevik national colors.

unloaded, stored or reloaded on an- 
other ship without the customs an- 
thorities having to check, inspect or 
levy duties against it. 
Werehouses are provided where 
merchandise can e@ assorted, 
cleaned, regraded and stored uwunti! 
sold. In fact, within the limits of a 
free zone factory sites are available 
where factories may be bullt and the 
raw materials imported may be 
man ctured in whole or in part 
and re-exported to another country 
without ever coming within the 
jurisdiction of customs officials. It 
will be readily seen that this sys- 
tem has many advantages over the 
present drawback system which pro- 
vides for elaborate reports and the 
filling of voluminows documents by 
manufacturers who use foreign 
dutiable materials in the domestic 
product. True, they are entitled to 
claim this drawback if the goods 
manufactured are exported, but the 
amount of detail necessary makes it 
an expensive proceeding at best. 
Free ports naturally develon into 
great market places where net only 
foreign merchandise is dealt in. but 
where a large market is created for 
domestic merchandise. This is true 
because Merchants from the four 
corners of the globe go to the great 
market places every year and since 
the free port is the receptacie for 
practically every class of merchan- 
dise great markets have restited as 
in Copenhagen, Hamburg, Lubeck, 
Singapore and Hongkong. 
LONDON’'S EXAMPLE. 
London's long standing pre-emi- 
nence as a market where every 
known variety of merchandise couid 
be bought or sold, is due in fact to 
the lack of customs regulations in 
this great port since free trade was 
established. Here the traders of all 
the world assembled with their wares 
which were brought into port with-

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 26.—Nothing 
could be miore opportune at this 
time than the proposed visit to Mex- 
ico of a committee of American, 
French and Rritish financiers. They 
will be received courteously, hos- 


pitably, and it ig the impression hcre 
in. well-informed circles that the 
government will lay fts cards face up 
on the table. 

But, to quote a Mexican centle- 
man who knows conditions here, 
they will find that revolution has 
been succeeded by evolution, that 
Mexico teday has sufficient means 
for actual expenses, and needs 
money only for the purposes of re- 
construction. Once a friendly un- 
derstanding between the two govern- 
ments has been reached the financial 
situation will quickly right itself, in 
his opinion, as it wiil involve the 
matter of credits rather than of 
cash. And there is every reason to 
hope, from the Mexican point of 
view, that the few existing differ- 
ences are now being adjusted in a 
manner which will prove satisfactory 
to both sides. 

“Imagine yourself dealing in a 
business way with a young man of 
20,” continued my isforment, “and 
then, after a lapwe of ten years, re- 
suming relationg with him. He will 
have matured semewhat, will he 
not? He will have gained both wis- 
dom and experience.” 

In a word, what Mexico desires 
most of ali at this time is the friend- 
ship of our country, because Mexico 
believes that co-operation in busi- 
neas matters will follow.

IN MEMORIALS. 


"Thére ts grave “danger that the} 
next few years may witness another }. 
bilious outbreak of amateur ‘sculp-' 
ture in the form of memorials to 
soldier dead. Nothing becomes 
quite so pitiful with time as these 
squat statues, disproportioned shafts, 
filigree monuments, designed to per- 
petuate valor and to witness pride 


species of warts on municipal land- 
scapes or excrescences within other 
wise tasteful buildings. Once set 
in place these mistaken monuments 


They offend, but public sentiment 
would be more offended get the notion 
of doing away with them. They 
speak the dead in a double sense— 
the dead to whom they were —_. 
the dead whose pious bad 
raised them. The only time 
rid of a bad monument ig when it 
is decided not to erect it. 

Certainly Washington, the city of 

marble, bronze and iron nightmares 
in statuary, has a right to send out 
the suggestion to the country that 
the forthcoming soldier memorials 
take some other form than that 
hitherto recognized as “art.” It is 
suggested that the community that 
would honor its hero dead refrain 
from patronizing the maker of the 
usual squat figure in a sombrero, 
and instead plant and tend for fu- 
ture generations a grove of prac- 
tically immortal trees. Surely 
every city and town needs such a 
spot, and surely such a spot could 
teach ag well as anything could the 
lessons which the memorial would 
implant. 
How many times have we not seen 
the former Confederate suffer a 
mixture of anger and embarrassment 
when gazing on — newly-unvelled 
statue supposed to represent the 
deeds of himself and his comrades 
in immortal valor. It is to be 
doubted whether this effort at the 
gbjective memorial ever fully’ ob- 
tains its desired effect; it certainly 
has effect other than that desired 
where it fails artistically. But a 
grove dedicated to the soldier will 
not fall, and it will never die, so 
long as there survives the memory 
to tend ft.—-[Newport (Va.) News. 


MESOPOTAMIA’S WEALTH. 
Camels, horses, cattle, sheep, 
goats, and donkeys are the princi- 
pal or sole source of wealth of many 
of the inhabitants of Mesopotamia.

Good breeds of Arabian horses are 
to be found both itn Northern and 
Southern Mesopotamia.

grounds near the rivers, and 
buffaloes are kept in great numbers 
in the marsh country. Donkeys 
are very common in Irak, but there 
is little breeding of mules.—[Com- 
merece Reports.

“What would happen,” Gov. Fort 
was asked, “if the Sherman law were 
strictly enforced?” 

“Every business concern of any 
size in the United Stafes would, preb- 
ably, be closed. We have become a 
great nation industrially, and mainby 
through the disobedience of the law 
that you have mentioned. 


ZONE OF DISASTER, 


“T do not mean. willful disobedi- 
ence, but the disobedience that has. 
been the result of ignorance, While 
the Sherman Anti-trust Act is but 
700 words in length, and while its 
language seems to be uncommonly 
clear, yet more than a hundred 
judges have given it their interpreta- 
tions, and a thousand lawyers, per- 
haps, have argued it in court from 
this standpoint and that. 

“So a twilight zone was created in 
which business men have groped and 
wandered and have not known al- 
ways how to act. Business men were 
indicted and tried, but juries would 
not convict. Ignorance of the law, 
as was said in Rome centuries ago, 
is no defense, but we are a long ‘vay 
from Rome, both in miles and time, 
and factories must be kept in opera- 
tion and labor must have bread and 
meat. 

“The Sherman law, passed in 1899, 
}and signed by Benjamin Harrison on 
July 2, has remained as enacted to 
the persent day. It was supposed that 
combinations would immediately be 
brought to an end. ‘Every contract, 
combination in the form of trust or 
otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint 
of trade or commerce among the 
several States, or with foreign na- 
a is hereby declared to be ille- 


“Such is the law, as it is stated in 
the first thirty-two words of the act. 
Fines of $5000 could be levied—and 
can be levied now, you understand. 
A year’s imprisonment, as well as 
the fine, could be—and etill can be— 
inflicted, ‘at the discretion of the 
court,’ ¢ 
TRUSTS INCREASE. 

“The best lawyers in Congress 
imagined that trusts had been made 
impossible. But the year after the en- 
actment of the law a great white lead 
corporation was organized. Also, in 
the same year, there was a new com- 
bination of sugar refineries. Trusts 
followed rapidly in electric machin- 
ery, rubber, chemicals, leather, lin- 
seed oil, woolens and worsteds, pa- 
per, biscuits, steel, cans, railway 
cars, locomotives, powder and agri- 
cultural implements. 

“Then, in 1911, came an era of 
prosecutions under the anti-trust act. 
The prosecutions might have brought 
disaster to a number of large enter- 
prises. You will remember the case 
of the Standard Oil Company, which 
the court ordered dissolved. It was 
dissolved, and there followed fhe or- 
ganization of oil companies in Indi- 
ana, Ohio, Kentucky, California and 
other States The seven men who 
controlled the original company con- 
trolled all of the new companies, and 
the Indiana corporation became the 
fighting member of the group. If 
any throats were to be cut, the Indi- 
company undertook the commis- 

on. 

“Dissolution enriched the share- 
holders of the Standard, but other 
large combinations, under the threat 
or act of prosecution, were placed in 
a serious situation and a situation 
that also endangered the interests of 
) the public. Then was announced the 
doctrine of the United States Su- 
preme Court that the Sherman law 


should be co the light of 
reason. 
“The doctrine, as announced, 


greatly helped the situation. It was 
an act of legislation,.I know, rather 
than a decision,.but it was necessary 
if the Sherman law were to be made 
workable with any degree of fair- 
nese, 

“During the war the anti-trust 
statute was practically inoperative. 
(Tf it had been enforced to its letter, 
it is doubtful if the war woulé have 
been as effectually carried on as it 
was, with the law intentionally

to England as director-general of 
the territorial forces, in which ca- 
pacity he did valuable work. He 
was entitled to retire three years 
ago, but preferred to “carry on.” 

The Quartermaster-General has 
to make the necessary arrangements 
for the supply and transport of stores 
to the troops. He has to see, not 
only that there is food and cloth- 
ing enough and to spare, but that 
the postal service of the army Is 
kept up properly and that there are 
plenty of horses and men to look 
after them. 


STOPPED WASTE. 


Perhaps the enterprise of Sir John 
Cowans’s department in preventing 
waste is the most remarkable of all 
his works. In the early days of 
the war there were constant and dis- 
concerting rumors of waste of food 
in the big camps. But once Sir John 
Cowans had taken the question in 
hand the rumors died down, and the 
army .itself set a fine example to 
civilians in its economy in huying 
and cooking food, and !n utilizing 
all waste substances. 

Until 1911, the feeding, at any 
rate, of the British army was left to 
contractors—caterers who bargained 
to supply so pauch food of a certain 
quality at so’much a head. Today 
contractors are dealt with to only a 
limited extent, and even where meals 
are still supplied from “outside” Sir 
John Cowans is responsible for the 
ordering of the food. 

The use of motor vehicles for 
transport purposes enabled the 
quartermaster-general to transport 
his supplies of food ahd equipment 
from railhead to firing line with un- 
precedented speed. 

It has been estimated that twenty 
men are required to attend to the 
creature and physical wants of ev- 
ery hundred men ‘on the firing line, 
So a little figuring will give an idea 
of the vast number of helpers Sir 


John Cowans employed, through the 


medium of the Army Service Corps, 
to carry out his vast work on the 
various “fronts” alone.

Sohn Cowan's ability. He will go 
down to posterity as the man who

JACOB EPSTEIN. 


Jacob Epstein, in the opinion of 
the art world here, has done few 


l finer things than his plaster study 


of “An American dier,” which is 
one ‘of the several) w works which 
this gifted sculptor, who was born 
in New.York of Polish parents, 
shows at the exhibition of the Na- 
tional Portrait Society, which is now 
being held at the Grosvenor Gallery, 
in fashionable Bond street. 

This bust stands in the center of 
a room mia with ofl portraits of 
leading celebrities of the day from 
the brushes of men of the first rank 
Sargent, Ambrose McEvoy, Au- 
gustus John, William Strang and 
Others of equal note, but it easily 
eclipses these in interest wiih the 
patrons of the exhibition, one of the 
most distinguished of its kind held 
in the metropolis, and there is al- 
Ways a crowd round it. Leading 
critics find that Epstein has caught 
what they describe as the “grim, in- 
demitable. expression” of the fight- 
ing men of the United States and 
affirm that he has produced few 
more striking studies. 

Epstein, whose perhaps most re- 
nowned work is the tomb of Oscar 
Wilde in the Pere Lachaise Ceme- ; 
tery, Paris, was finally conscripted 
into the British army after a long 


fight to obtain exemption. The ap- 
Plication for his exemption was 
originally brought by the author- 
ities of the British Museum, the Na- 
tional Art Collection, and the Wal- 
lace Collection. who applied on the 
ground that the question was one 
of national importance. If a sculp- 
tor lost an eye or a hand, it was 
urged, he would never afterwards 
be able to do work which no one 
elee could do. 

Epstein is a British subject, hav- 
ing been naturalized upon settling 
here after studying in Paris. He is 
36. He obtained provisional exemp- 
tion on condition that he joined the 
Volunteer Training Corps, but even- 
tually had to join up in the rpggular 
army, becoming a private in a la- 
bor battalion... He was demobilized 
about two months ago. 

ETHEL HOPE BECHER. 


It would be hard to name any 
one woman whose part tn the great 
War was more extraordinary, though 
many were more conspicuous, than 
that played by Dame Ethel Hope 
Becher, who is resigning the post of 
mtaron-in-chief of Queen Alex- 
ahdra’s imperial nursing service, 
which she hag filled since 1910. It 
was fortunate for Great Britain that 
she had at the head of her military 
nursing service at the outset as ex- 
ceptionally capable and altogether 
remarkable a woman as Dame 
Becher, and’ one too who, tn addi- 
tion to her genius for organization 


‘and other uncommon qualities, had 


experience of actual service in an- 
other arduous campaign to draw ot 
on for guidance at the 

don. 

Dame Becher, who was trained at 
the London Hospital from 1893 to 
1899, was sister and acting matron 
in the South African War, and was 
mentioned in dispatches and award- 
ed the Royal Red Cross, which is 
possessed by few. She was appoint- 


ed principal matron of Queen Alex- 
andra’s imperial military nursing 
service—the official army nursing 
ecorps—in 1903, and” was promoted 
matron-in- chief in 1910, with head- 
quarters at the War Office. 

The magnitude of her work in the 
world war may be gathered from 
some impressive figures. From Au- 
gust 3, 1914, to the end of last year, 
over 10, 000 ‘trained nurses and 9500 
V.A.D.’s, or members of the Volun- 
tary Aid Detachment passed through 
her hands. In 1917, she became 
lady of grace in the Order of the 
Hospital of St. John of Jerusalem 
in England, a distinguished honor. 
In January, "1918, she was awarded a 
“bar” to her Royal Red Cross (be- 
ing the first to earn this distinction, 
which means, in effect, that she d 
again merited the R.R.C.,) and 
June, 1918, she was appointed dame 
grand cross of the Order of the Brit- 
ish Empire.

PLANS ACTIVE CAMPAIGN. 


Southern California Club to Urge Trans- 


comtinental Tours. 


Pointing out that it is no louger 


a “stunt” or a ploneering expevition 


to. cross the country from the .At- 
lantic to the’ Pacific by automobile, 
the Automobile Club of Sonthern 
California, through its headquarters 
touring bureau in Los Angeles and 
its eighteen branch offices is tv open 
the most active campaign of its ca- 
reer to encourage transcontinental 
motoring for the purpose vf indi- 
cating the necessity of government 
aid in ie highways. 

According to an announcement 
made yesterday by Fred L. Haker, 
president of the organization, the 
club is not going to follow a plan 
which would tend to indicate that 
cross-country routes are in a poor 
condition, but just the opposite, 
showing that they are better tiian 
ever, only that the increasing traffic 
they are bearing calls for material 
improvement in order to keep * ap 
with it. 

The expression of individual opin- 
fon that such-and-such a route is 
one fraught with untold perils is to 
be discounted ag far as possible, club 
officials believing that publicity 
should be given to the testimony of 
touring experts rather than to that 
of one who possibly never strayed 
far from his own fireside, and is 
therefore not qualified to say 
whether or not a road is good. 

At varioug times a false impres- 
sion has been given of the condi- 
tion of transovuntinental routes 
through the publication of the ex- 
Periences of some individual motor- 
ist who was either not prepared for 
a cross-continent journey or who 
wished to indicate the superior qual- 
ities ofsome particular make of car 
in standing up under what ihe chose 
to term as “terrible hardships,” says 
Mr. Baker. 

Motorists who have not made the 
trip overland in late years cannot 
have the slightest cone ption of the 
vast amount of road improvement 
that has been accomplished and the 
efforts that have been expended to- 
wards providing accommodations for 
the traveler, states the touring bu- 
reau. 

The National Old Trails road (San- 
ta Fe Trail) and the Lincoln Hich- 
Way are the two most popular trans- 
continental routes, and carry the 
bulk of the travel. 

It is entirely true, say club offi- 
cialis, that there still remains a con- 
siderable amotint of work to be done 
on both these highways, and a cov- 
ernment interest in this improvement 
is what will be looked for. How- 
ever, at this time any motorist is 
able to plan with great exactitude 
a tour across America, knowtng pre- 
cisely what route he is going to fol- 
low, the cities through which he 
will pass and the distance between 
them, and the location of gas and 
water stations, also to estimate with 
an amazing degree of accuracy the 
length of the time the trip will tuke 
—and the expense of the journey. 

It is ridiculous, point out club ef- 
ficiais, to start on a trip across the 
country by automobile and expect 
to find boulevard conditions all the 
wey. Such a trip will differ from 
a tour over California highways, and 
some disagreeable road conditions, 


due to adverse weather, must be ex- 


pected, bt these, with government 
aid, can be largely overcome. Those 
who desire luxury and ease should 
elect to travel by de'‘luxe trains in- 
stead of motor car. 

Advice given at this time to 
travelers by the touring bureau is 
to the effect that when it rains in 
the Middle West the thing to do is 
to stop and not attempt to continue 
the journey until the rains are over 
re, the roads have had a chance tv 

ry 

Many motorists, especially those 
who have been living in the East, 
have formed exaggerated ideas about 
the perils, not of Pauline, but of the 
desert, and the hazards connected 
with a tour acrosg it. The word 
“desert,” 
become too synonymous with 
“disaster,” In reality, the desert, 
particularly on the Santa Fe trail, 
constitutes the best portion of the 
route as far as road conditions and 
safety are concerned. On that 
route, the Mojave Desert is crossed 
between Kingman and Victorville, 
a distance of approximately 270 
miles. The road there has béeen

well defined-—parallels the 
Santa Fe Railroad and passes 
through more than a score of smal! 


‘towns and stations where hotels as 


well as gas and oil stations are lo- 
cated. 

The Lincoln highway and the 
Santa Fe trail have been sign- 
posted by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, and mapped. 
On the former route the club signs 
extend as far east as Omaha, Néb., 
and on the latter as far east as St.

“Supervisor 
Dodge, at the recent road confer- 
ence at Sacramento, succeeded in 
having an appropriation of $125.,- 
000 included tentatively in the plans 
for the forthcoming State bond is- 
sue for good roads. Next month, 
the Los Angeles county Supervisors 
are to take up the question of ap- 
propriating their share of saad 
‘money for the road. 

“Aside from the viewpoint of the 
motorist, the road is much needed 
to help in the work of fire protec- 
tion of the San Gabriel} Canyon. 
There will probably be considerable 
flood control monéy spert in the San 
Gabriel, and the road would facili- 
tate this work. 

“The county already has a big 
steam shovel at the en@ of the pres- 
ent road, and many thousands of 
dollars have been expended on the 
eight miles that have already been 
built. One of the first things that 
should be done. however, if money 
is secured for the road, is to elimi- 
nate the present steep and danger- 


ous grade near the mouth of the 
canyon.”

Interesting statistics were cited re- 
cently in the United States Senate 
which showed, according to Ralph 
Hamlin of Ralph Hamlin, Inc., dis- 
tributor for Franklin and Scripps-

pays an annual mud tax of $700,000,- 
ee This vast expenditure charged 


against mud is because the country} 


lacks a nation-wide system of well- 
built public roads and highways.

In 
this country last year, farmers were 
obliged to move more than 4,000,- 
000,000 pounds of food over the high- 
ways and were handicapped by iso- 
lation from markets due to shipping 
points being inaccessible.

of the movement to build and main-/. 


tain a permanent highway from 
Capistrano to Oxnard along the 
Coast. It is because of the util- 
Itarian value of such a road more 
than because of the advantages to 
be derived by opening up a wonder- 
ful scenic region, that Mr. Hamlin 
advocates this improvement. An 
enormous acreage that now is but 
slightly developed would be opened 
up as soon as there was a way of 
ingress and egress provided, Mr.

TWO MANIFOLDS HELPFUL. 


“When automobile engineers first 
began to experiment with motors of 
four and six cylinders, one of their 
first discoveries was that a six-cy- 
linder motor, for example, would 
not deliver six times the power of a 
one-cylinder motor of the same bore 
and stroke. The advantages gained 
in smoothness of operation were so 
marked, however, that the four and 
the six-cylinder types quickly gained 
supremacy, despite their evident 
loss of efficiency as compared with 
the one-cylinder. 

“In both the four and the six- 
cylinder types, the exhaust dis- 
charges overlap each other. This 
overlap is considerably more marked 
in the six than in the four, and it is 


this added overlap in the power 
strokes that gives, the six the 
smoothness it possesses. But, with 
the ordinary motor, which dis- 
charges its burnt gases into a single 
exh line, this added overlap 
creases the efficiency of the motor 
because the explosions follow each 
other so fast that burnt gases are 
trapped in the cylinders. 

“To get full efficiency from the

previous explosion before the next 


one takes place. Chief Engineer 
Moore of the Lexington factory dis- 
covered that it was impossible to do 
this with the ordinary single exhaust 
line. He therefore developed what 
is known the Moore multiple 
exhaust, wHereby two exhaust lines 
are provided. Three cylinders ex- 
haust into one line and three into 
the other. Thus, there is no over- 
lap at all of the exhaust discharges, 
and consequently no trapping of the 
burnt gases. 

“It was further. discovered that 
by the use of this device, not only 
was the trapping of gases prevented, 
but forced draft was induced. ~The 
Passage of the gases out of the ex- 
haust line created a partial vacuum 
behind the charge, which aided in 
clearing the next cylinder te dis- 
charge. It was found that the mo- 
tor developed more power by this 
system than when exhausting direct- 
ly into the air from each cylinder.”

This is 
the reason for taking measurements 
at once, while the scene is fresh in 
your mjind and none of the persons 
and things involved has gotten away. 

In securing evidence, the car own- 
er will find it helpful to draw a rough 
diagram of the scene, marking posi- 
tions of the various actors, animate 
and inanimate, upon it and indicat- 
ing the distances that have been 
measured.

With evidence of this kind gath- 
ered at the time of the accident, the 
car owner can present his best case, 
whereas, if everything is left to 
memory unprompted and the asseim- 
bling of witnesses is left until davs 
after the accident, the defendant will 
find himself at a great disadvanthee. 

The question of whether it is best 
to let the case go to the jury or make 
a settlement out of court will gen- 
erally be left to the lawyer to de- 
cide. However, the car owner 
should remember that he will prac- 
tically always have the sympathy of 
the jury against him. For this res- 
son where a reasonable settlement 
ean be meade out of covnrt it is at 
least worthy of serious consideration. 
Of course, no car owner involved in 
an accident serious enough to bring 
him into court would be witheut the 
services of a lawyer. But we may 
point out that for a: case involving 
any considerable monetary consider- 
ation, the best obtainable legal as- 
sistance is by far the cheapest in the 
end. There are many small twists 
and turns, even in affecting a settle- 
ment, that may make more trouble 
for the car owner if they are not 
properly handled.

DROP FORGING DESCRIBED. 


What is a drop forging, how is it 
different, and why is it better? 

“These are questions that pros- 
pective motor car buyers ask them- 
selves daily.

REVIVAL OF 
BOXING EXPECTED. 


(RY A. P. NIGHT 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 22.— 
With the recent enactment of law 


permitting twenty-five-round boxfng 
matches in Nevada and twenty- 
round bouts in Idaho, followers of 
pugilism look for a revival of ring 
contests in the west which will, in a 
measure, approximate the days 
when the sport flourished here a 
half dozen years ago 

It was in Reno that the Jefferies- 
Johnson champlonship bout was 
fought in 1910 for a purse which, up 
to that time, was the largest ever 
offered for a ring contest. Being 
on the direct line of transcontinen- 
tal railroad travel, and within hail- 
ing distance of San Francisco, Reno 
suffered but little handicap in the 
matter of getting a crowd to wit- 
ness the battle.

Are Farmers “Hicks”? 
NE is reminded, in perusing the kind of 
“hick” philosophisings in “rube” dia- 
lect that appear in one or two of our west- 
ern agricultural publications, of the story 
of the Nevada Congressman and the attache 
of the Chinese embassy in Washington. The 
Congressman, new to the capital and its 
Ways, was introduced to the budding Ori- 
ental diplomat at a White House reception. 
Never having seen a Chinaman outside of a 
laundry before, the Nevada man was some- 
what flabbergasted by the keen-eyed, fault- 
lessly attired young man before him. “John,” 
he inquired in a clumsy effort to be conde- 
scending, “how China boy likee Melita? 

How likee Melican girl? You shobby?” 
“You evidently mistake me for some one 
else,” suavely answered the young univer- 


taught Chinese in flawless English.

Guarantee Lifted. 


HE attempt of the Food Administra- 
tion to stabilize the price of hogs and 
guarantee the producers a certain figure 
commensurate with the cost of production 
was given up on March 6, when the War 
Trade Board announced that all pork and 
pork products were removed from the ex- 
port conservation list. Up to that date the 
agreement between the packers, producers 
and Food Administration to a price of $17.50 
per hundred pounds for live hogs at large 
markets was in effect. 

Since the Federal stabilization plan was 
abandoned, the movement of hogs to market 


has been very much less than that in effect | 


a year ago, and, as a result, the price, far 
from falling, has advanced somewhat. The 
fact that last spring's hogs are pretty well 
sold, as the result of the attractive war 
figures until recently prevailing; has much 
to do with this. Now again, of course, the 
law of supply and demand will rule. 

F. P. Allen, Los Angeles agent of the 
Bureau~of Markets, states that the action 
of the Food Administration has had Ifttle 
or no effect on the price of hogs in Call- 
fornia.

If you want to experiment on this line. 
just imagine you are a Robinson Crusoe. 
alone with your family in Southern Califor 
nia. Then organize your household for rec 
ord keeping and see what showing you 
make at the end of a year. 

The records kept by Elbert Hubbard wit: 
his Roycroft organization are invaluable. 
Hubbard said: 

“For an individual to raise fruit and 
vegetables and send them along to the 
consumer requires transportation, vart- 
ous middlemen and divers and sundry 
agents and clerks. For a group to raise 
all the fruit and vegetables it needs is 
the true economic idea. 

“The Roycrofters have six men work- 
ing steadily for about seven months on 
their farm. For the remaining five 
months three men suffice. These six 
men raised this year, 2000 bushels of 
potatoes,.300 bushels of tomatoes, 500 
bushels of corn, three tons of carrots. 
two tons of beets, a ton of onions, quan-— 
tities of celery, heaps of pumpkins, and 
berries were picked to the extent of 
2500 quarts. 

“In addition to the work of caring for 
the crops, these six men looked after 
thirty cows, a hundred pigs and raised » 
over 2000 head of chickens, ducke. 
geese, turkeys and guinea hens. 

“During berry picking and harvest 
time a score of women and children 
worked, say for a month, a few hours a 
day tn the field: but this was only fun. 

“These six men were changed off from 
time to time, and new ones from the 
shops were sent gut. But the point I 
now make is this: six men working 
steadily for seven months raised enough 
to feed 300 people a year. 

“This is no theory—we had the peo. 
rag: and we fed them. 

“Not only did these men feed the 200 
but raised enough extra 
stuff to feed the thirty cows, the 10° 
hogs and the _head-of poultry. And 
in the deal were ten brood sows that 
did their part of contributing 179 pigs. 
And this live stock returned enough to 
the sofl so there was no drain on the | 
land. The hogs and poultry were fed 

almost entirely on the scraps from the 
kitchen and qn skimmed milk. What 
little we did have to buy was paid for | 
by products we sold or exchanged to ~- 
neighbors. It will be noted that we 
sent nothing to market, so we paid no 
commissions to middlemen. None of our 
produce was lost by being spotled be- 
fore it found a buyer, and we paid 
out nothing for transportation, commis- 
sions, storage, icing and insurance. 

“What we could not use—all of the 
waste—-went to feed the live stock. The 
expense of, living is not so much in what 
men consume ag in what they waste 
and destroy.” 

This kind of a record is worth somethin: 
to the proper understanding of the rea 
value of Southern California to you and 
me and the rest of the world.

IN POULTRY UNDUSTRY. 
The United States Department of Agricul- 
ture says that the actual humber of poultry 
in the United States is not very definitely 
known. bat such evidence as we have indi. 
cates the number on farms on January |, 
this year, as approximately 325,000,000 bead. 
or a little more than an average of fifty per 
farm. The last census reported the number 
on April 15, 1910, as 296,000,000, an average 
of fifty-three per farm reporting poultry, or 
forty-seven on all farms. 
During the past year the number of layers’ 
probably increased slightly, partial reports 
indicating an increase of less than 1 per 
cent; nonlayers appear to have increased 
more, probably 10 per cent. About 70 per 
ednt. of all poultry on hand January 1 is 
classed as layers, and %0 per cent. non- 
layers. 
Prices of chickens in the United States 
on December 15 were 102 per cent. higher 
than the pre-war five-year average (1910- 
1914,) which compares with a like advance 
of 88 per cent. for eggs, 77 per cent. for beef 
cattle, 135 for hogs, and 101 per cent. for 
crops in the aggregate. 
Exports of poultry are not reported sepa- 
rately, but in average years are negligible. 
Exports of ezgs increased from 16,000,000 
dozen, valued at $3,782,000 (including yolks) 
in 1914, to nearly 19,000,000 dozen in 1918, 
valued at $7,639,000 (including — canned 
eggs, etc.) 
During the past year the high ‘price of 
feeds has put commercial poultry and ege 
production at a special disadvantage in com- 
petition with the farm flock, which finds a 
large part of its food. 


NON-PEELING WHITEWASH. 
A reader sends in the following: “Please 
have the kindness to give on your last page 
what_ to mix with lime so that it will stick 
oo, “and not peel, for whitewashing build- 
gs.” 


Of all recipes for whitewash, the novein- 
ments is undoubtedly the best. It has on 
several occasions been given in this de- 
partment; but for the benefit of our poul- 
try readers, we give it @ ain: 

Half a bushel of unslaked lime slaked in 
warm water. Cover during the process to 
keep in the steam. Strain the liquid 
through a fine sieve or strainer. Add a 
peck of salt, previously dissolved in warm 
water, three pounds of rice which has been 
Sround and boiled to a thin paste, a half 
pound of Spanish whiting a..d a pound of 
glue which has previously been dissolved 
over a slow fire, and add five gallons of hot 
water to the mixture. Stir well. coyer up 
to keep out dirt and let stand for @ve days. 
Tt should be put on hot. One pint of the 
mixture will cover a squ-re yard if properly 
applied. Small brushes are best. There is 
nothing that compares with this for out-- 
side or inside work. and it retains its bril- 
liancy for years. 
For a cheaper recipe pour boiling water 
using, cover for an hour, add salt at the rate 
of a teacup full dnd an ounce of crude creo- 
sote to the gallon; strain through burlap. 
It is said that a little tallow added to the 
solution will tend to prevent peeling.

MILK PRICES LOWER 
THAN U. S. AVERAGE. 


Anent the investigation into milk prices 
by the California Legislature, the current _ 
report of Charles J. Brand, chief of the, 
Bureau of Markets, Department of Agri- 
culture, on milk prices throughout the 
United States is interesting. The re 
among other items, gives the price of raw 
milk paid to producers at country stations, 
the price charged consumers for bottled 
milk, and the milk dealer's “spread,” or 
difference between the producer’s price and 
cost of milk delivered. 

It is seen by the reports from 105 princi- 
pal consuming centers of the country that 
the average price paid to-farmers is 8.% 
cents per quart, the average price charged 
householders for bottle milk is 14.7 cents 
per quart, and the average dealer's spread, 
6.6 cents per quart. The average prices in . 
California cities show that the producers _ 
and dealers both get a little less than the 
average milk producers and dealers - 
throughout the -United States.

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CONTRACT WORK—A NEW FIELD 
; FOR THE OWNERS OF TRACTORS.

constantly suggesting themselves. 
There is something very satisfying in being 
one’s own boss, even though it carries re- 
sponsibilities and often entails hard work. 
With the development of the farm tractor 
“has grown up a new vocation for those who 
like agricultural work and yet desire to be 
independent. A big demand exists for the 
services of tractor outfits for short periods 
of time on the part of many farmers who 
do not care to purchase machines for their 
own exclusive use, and many owners of trac- 
tors make more than a good living doing 
ing contract work in the country. The 
great versatility of the power machine en- 
ables its owners to take on a variety of 
jobs so that the period of inactivity is prac 
tically eliminated. If it is not the season 
for plowing, the tractor outfit can be used 
on road work, in pulling stumps, or some 
other job until the seasons roll around when 
the machine is needed in the fields. 

For certain kinds of plowing the tractor 
is recognized as almost essential because of 
the power required. The breaking up of 
virgin soil, or where several seasons’ growth 
of tough grasses or roots have accumulated, 
demands the extra power of the 
Again, in even well-cultivated fields 


it is ex- 


tremely desirable to plow to greater depths 
every few years in order that the hardpan 
created by the bottom of the horse-drawn 
moldboard plow may be broken up and the 
subsoil made available for root penetration. 
In almost every agricultural community 
there is a considerable demand for work of 
this character, and it has been the expert- 
ence of tractor contractors throughout the 


country that once the farmers become aware 


of the presence of an outfit doing contract 
work in their vicinity the available time is 
fully contracted for. Often the owner of a 
small farm will have a particular job of 
heavy plowing to improve a certain field, 
or to convert an old pasture into a produc- 
tive tract, and a traveling power outfit will 
do the work to the satisfaction of the owner 


- and to the profit of the operator. 


~ 


The experience of a young man in North- 
ern California who bought a tractor for con- 
tract work is typical. His original idea was 
to secure such work as he could near his 
home and gradually work through the neigh- 
boring counties in search of new jobs. He 
prepared for considerable travel. for he built 
a portable cabin mounted on a light trailer 
and hauled by the tractor. He lived in this 
cabin while doing contract work. To his 
surprise he found that practically all of his 
first season’s time was quickly spoken for in 
the immediate vicinity, and although he has 
now been tn business for several years and 
has added another machine and a crew of 
several men, he has never had to go outside 
his own county to obtain work. His tractors 


' are @ngaged in all kinds of work from plow- 


ing in the spring to sawing wood in winter, 
and he makes a very good living besides en- 
joying the variety of his work., © 

- WHERE EXPERIENCE COUNTS. 

As a general rule the men who go into 
the business of doing contract work with a 
tractor, have had considerable experience 
with the machines, either as operators for 

farmers who own machines or else as serv- 
ice or repair men for tractor manufacturers. 
Consequently these men are more expert in 
handling power outfits than the farmers 
or their helpers, and the independent con- 
tractors can accomplish more in less time 
than their inexperienced employers. In fact,

it is the tough and unusual jobs that 
are given to the outside man. To the man 


an added pleasure in overcoming difficulties, 
and rare is the case where a seasoned trac- 
tor contractor will not tackle any kind of a 
job put up to him if the price is right. 
These men have moved houses or schools 
or big water tanks; they have cleared cut- 
over lands of stumps and deep roots; they 
have undertaken heavy hauling jobs over 
steep mountain roads, and they have plowed 
fields that balked the finest teams in the lo- 
cality. By carrying special contrivances for 
dolag belt work, the tractor contractors have 
gone into rural districts and made money 
for themselves and the farmers for whom 
they worked. In one instance a Kansas 
farmer needed some extra money before his 
crop matured. It happened that a tractor 
outfit was working in the vicinity and in 
talking to the owner he mentioned his need 
for ready money. The tractor operator suz- 
gested that a tidy sum could be realized 
from the black walnut logs to be obtained

THE CANNING AND PRESERVING | 
OF FEED FOR THE DAIRY win 


MINISTER was once brought to task 
by one of his parishioners for fre- 
peatedly preaching sermons from the 
same text. The minister asked: “And what 
was the subject | used?" The reply was, 
“| don’t semember exactly, but we would 
like a change.” The minister replied, “I 
am going to use this same text until you do 
remember and heed it.” So the subject of 
the silo needs preaching about until a mylti- 
tude of sinners keeping cows, not only re- 
member but turn from their ways. 

Not so long ago I received a letter from a 
man, by the way not a Californian, saying: 
“I have just been reading an article that you 
wrote abont feeding dairy cows, and in that 
article you speak about silage. I would like 
to know what this silage is. Is it raised 
from the seed and where can I get the 
seed?” 

This may seem absurd, but is no more so 
than to see dairymen in this enlightened age 


keeping cows year after year. and making i 


no move toward a better feed condition, but 
keeping right on kicking about the high 
price of feeds, and the low price of milk, 
when it is absolutely in their power to de- 
crease the cost of feed, thus lowering the 
cost of producing milk, and thas making 
a greater profit. The largest single item 
im the feed cost here is the hay cost, and it 
is usually reckoned that for each 100 pounds 
weight of animal, where no silage 
‘able, there is required two pounds of 
And where silage-is used the amount of a 
can be reduced one-half, and at the present 
price of hay this is go small item. 
SILAGE REDUCES COSTS, 

A cow census that I made one time in WIs- 
consin revealed the fact that where silage 
was used the cost of producing 100 pounds 
of milk was quite materially lessened. It 
also proved that the cows were in a much 
more apparently healthful condition, and 
that herds fed on silage were more per-. 
sistent in their milk flow throughout the 
year. These three items alone would make 
a full sermon. It is an established fact that 
where production is trfpled profits increase 
six times. A healthy cow will produce bet- 
ter, give a more healthful milk and more 
healthy offspring. The more persistent cow 
produces better, makes milk more profitably, 
and her milking functions are developed to 
a greater degree, which characteristic she 
has the privilege of passing on to her off- 
spring. So that there is everything in favor 
of good, succulent, juicy ensilage. 


My native state, Wisconsin, now hgs ap 


proximately 80,000 silos and I believe it : 


has been one of the leading factors in put 
ting her in the lead as the greatest dairy 
State in the Union. Surely an enviable po- 
sition, for along with better feeding goes 
better breeding and better care, until today 


year from this State all over the world. In 
that country as well as in any other country, 
a silo is a monument of prosperity, and as 
one rides along the road it is easy to read 
between the lines as to the prosperity of a 
place, for if the farmer is progressive along 
this line, ouite ngturally he will be progres- 
‘sive along other linés as well. 

Most people keep cows for what they can 
eet out of them. If a man Was nerve enough 


purchase of high bred dairy cows, and to 

spend his time in the care of the business. 

he surely ought to go one step farther and 

erect a good silo in order to use his money 
and time more profitably. 

The silo has long passed the experimental 
stage and is now considered an insurance 
policy. It guarantees a man a feed that can- 
not be duplicated for quality and is second 
only to good, prime, grass pasture. So far 
as that goes. I am not so sure but that the 
silo fs superior to grass, as usually the best 
pasture conditions only last for a short 
period and then supplementary feeds have 
to be resorted to, On general principles, of 
course, nothing can take the place of grass 
because of its succulent and palatable na- 
ture. It tastes good, is easily Tigestible, 
and cattle consume an abundance ‘of it. 
Silage, if put up right. is full of suceulence. 
is palatable and makes a valuable feed as 
part of a ration. and fs especially adapted to 
milk cows. 

MUST BE MADE RIGHT. 

The fact that fairly good ensilage can be 
made of corn and other siloing material 
which has far passed the succulent stage 
though the adding of water, has led a good 
many people to be careless as to the proper 
stage to make good silage. My thirty years- 
actual experience with silage has taught 
me that the best time to cut corn for silo 
purposes was when about 50 per cent. of the 
ears were dented and while the corn stalks 
etill retained their greenness and succulent 
condition or possibly a week before you 
would cut to put in the shock. When the 
etalk is in this succulent condition nothing 
can take its place; it is nature's aid to diges-

of feeds as either protein or carbohydrates 
and should be sought for and carefully pre- 
served. That is what a silo is for; to enable 
the farmer to take advantage of feed crops 
when they are in this very best feeding con- 
dition and silo them, which means practi- 
cally canning and preserving for future use. 

There is anot:.er conditiou which is almost 
as bad in siloing and that is to cut the corn 
when very immature... This makes a very 
sour, acid, strong silage and is apt to cause . 
scouring and get cows off feed. There are 
occasions, of course, where it may become 
necessary to silo dry feed or feed past the 
best stage. as sometimes corn gets frosted 
before getting ripe, or maybe the machinery 
may break, and cause delay or inability to 
secure a cutting outfit at just the right time 
for filling. Fodder of this kind can be suc- 
cessfully used by adding from fifty to 
seventy-five gallons of water to each load. 
or practically pound for pound to fodder put 
n. Every particle should be wet to insure 
proper packing. It is better of course, to 
use immature or dried corn for silage than . 
not to have any at all.

Riverside, members of the Traction Engine 
ang Implement Dealers’ Association of 
Southern California have passed resolutions 
‘tndorsing the work of Prof. J. B. Davidson 
and the agricultura) engineering department- 
of the University of California and calling 
upon the State to make available a greater 
appropriation for the work of this depart- 
ment. 

At the last meeting of the association 
there was a long discussion of the tractor, 
shoft courses. It was declared that the an- 
oual appropriation made by the State to 
cover salaries and expenses incidental to 
‘he tractor short courses so ably given by 
Prof. Davidson last year was $13,000, while 
the emergency appropriation made by the 
state Legislature for the work of the three 
units of the Board of Education’s tractor 
school last year was $100,000. The idea of 

.making all or part of the latter sum avail- 
able for the work of the university’s farm 
engineering courses was heartily indorsed. 
The tractor association members fully appre- 
. lated the work done by the three State 

Board of Education units, yet at the- same 
‘ime they recognized that the-work of the 
wnits was necessarily limited and instruction 
was applied chiefly to California-made trac. 
ors. This centering tractor knowledge on 
machines made only in California was felt 
to be an injustice to those companies and 
Jealers handling tractors manufactured out- 
side the State and the law of equal chance 
and that the open door so generously fos- 
‘ered by California in other commercial lines 
was here not fully recognized. 

It was held by many members of the asso- 
elation that Prof. Davidson's conviction that 
there should be a permanent farm engineer- 
ing branch of the university at Riverside 
thould be impressed on State legislators to 
the end that funds for the upkeep of the 
“roposed southern branch of the Davis

LOOK TO SPARK PLUGS. 

Frequently tractor ignition troubles result 
from poor adjustment of the electrodes of 
spark plugs. Operators too often gauge 
the distance between the two plugs by in- 
serting between: them a piece of metal 
which is not the proper thickness, or a knife 
blade of indifferent size. Faulty sparking 
results more frequently from too wide or 
too narrow a gap than from other reasons. 
It pays to secure an accurate gauge to use 
in adjusting the gap.’ A piece of galvanized 
iron 25-100 inch thick isasatisfactory gauge.

introductions of dangerous plant diseases 
and inagects. 

It represents the combined judgment of 
experts of the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
and the much larger body of State experts. 
including the experts of the State depart- 
ments of agriculture and horticulture and of 
the experiment stations. This quarantine, 
furthermore, was urged and is indorsed by 
the American associations of horticultural! 
inspectors, official entomologists, and plant 
pathologists, by forestry’ and horticultural 
associations, and also by leading plant 
propagators. It represents vears of ¢areful 
consideration by experts of the department 
and of the severa! States and of interests 
followed by a large and repre 
sentative public hearing, and thereafter by 
several months of further investigation and 
consultation with principa) preducing nur- 
serymen and florists of this country.

AMERICAN TRACTORS 
FAVORED IN CANADA. 


More than 8000 tractors. were shipped into 
Canada by manufacturers in the United 
States during December and January, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by dominion au- 
thorities. During the year 1918, 21,691 
American-built tractérs were exported to 
Canada; 12,805 in 1917, and only 3693 in 
1916. There is no impart duty on tractors, 
and it is believed there will be none for the 
remainder of the year. Canadian tractor 
makers, however, are insisting on the re- 
placement of the import duty, as but a few 
hundred tractors were made in Canada dur- 
Ing 1918 chiefly because of American com- 
petition 


NEW SITE FOR MEET. 

Difficulty is being experienced in finding 
a suitable site near Sacramento for the 
tractor demonstration to be held by the 
California Tractor and Implement Dealers’ 
Association. A site six miles from the cap- 
ital city was at first selected, but, after 
considering several sites, a large tract 
known as Arden Acres has been tentatively 
selected. This is about ten miles from Sac- 
ramento, across the American River.

BOCHNICALLY, titerature is writing 
that possesses sufficient beauty of 
Style to rank as a work of art.

TS poetry is unique in that it is the high- 

est form of lyric and epic the world 
knows anything about.

In speaking 
of the Jews, Hugh Black says: “Their sa- 
ered literature in all its varied form, narra-

Some Substitutes. 

With the lifting of the censorship in Eu- 
ropean countries we find that exigencies of 
war necessitated the use of many substi- 
tutes, and now that the war is over in some 
instances the substitutes are“likely to re- 
place the substances they were substituting. 
Thus, for instance, at Basinstoke in Eng- 
land the city engineer ran a Diesel engine 
with tar-oil instead of crude petroleum. 
Twelve pounds of petroleum was used each 


day in starting the engine, and after that } 


it was run for the remainder of the day on 
tar-oil. During last year, despite the fact 
that the engine was run for a greater num- 
ber of hours than in any previous year, the 
use of tar-oil caused a saving of $1250. 

In Norway, it is claimed that a process 
bas been perfeeted for the use of acetylene, 
derived from calcium carbide, instead of 
gasoline for internal combustion engines. 
lt is elaimed that the acetylene is more eco- 
nomical and can be applied equally well in 
locomotive or stationary internal combus- 
tion engines. Owing to the vast water- 
powers in Norway, calcium é¢arbide can be 
manufactured very cheaply there. 


About Paper. 


Experiments with the use of sawdust in 
the manufacture of paper, which have been 
conducted at Aberdeen, Scotland, have cul- 
minated successfully, and a paper is now 
being manufactured from 35 per cent. saw- 
dust, 35 per cent. waste paper, and 30 per 
cent. wood pulp. The product is said to be 
entirely satisfactory. 

A. D. Little, Inc., of Cambridge, Mass., 
has perfected a waterproof paper for pack- 
ing purposes. The new paper is said to be 
as strong as burlap and quite pliable.

and Cleopatra did not spend much on their 
food for the simple reason that they were 
in love and couldn't eat. Not at all. The 
cheapness of the thing was merely because 
food and service did not cost so much then. 


One of the best authorities on the 
economics of the ancients has figured out 
in great -detail just what Cleopatra and 
other Egyptians during the Roman occu- 
pancy of Northern had to spend. 
This work, requiring tremendous research 
and painful exploration into history, throws 
sudden and expert light on a subject that 
was popularly supposed to be sleeping deep 
ia the obscurity of buried Egypt. 

According to this authority's estimate of 
ancient prices the wine for the giddy spend- 
thrift queen and her enraptured lover could 
not have been, even on the most drunken of 
par ties, more than 
$1 for a whole jar. 

A loaf of bread 
was worth 1% 
cents. Enough 
dates to have sur- 
feited the appe- 
tites of both the 
vigorous queen 
and the brawny 
soldier could have 
been bought for 
the same price. 
head of cab 
bage cost 1 cent. 
A pigeon sold for 3 cents, perhaps 5 
at the most. Vegetables could be bought in 
huge measures for $4 and would in this al- 
lotment support a whole family for weeks. 
Consequently Cleopatra and her Roman 
lover on the hungriest of nights couli not 
have consumed morg than a few cents’ 
worth. 


Slaves in those days cost very little. 
Their upkeep was small and their liveries 
tor the most*part nothing at all, so the item 
“service” in Cleopatra's bill need not enter 
into the calculations. 


The data gathered with respect to the cost 
of living in old Egypt gives an excellent con- 
ception of just how the Egyptians lived and 
how much they worked for in the days of 
the siren queen. } 


We find that a farm laborer would earn 
from 91 to 150% obols per month (the obol 
was worth about 3 cents of our money.) 
This would enable him to buy one and one- 
third to two artabae of wheat (the artaba 
being the Egyptian measure for dry com- 
modities) and from to one artaba 
of lentils. 

If we take prices found in other docu- 
ments of the same — we find this labor- 


from Nunez by the r 
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er would need approximately one year's 
earnings to purchase a donkey, or the earn- 
ings of two and a half to four years’ labor to 
purchase an 8year-old slave girl. With a 
superabundance of labor forced to work at 
such wages, it is easy to see why slave 
owning was not profitable in Egypt. 

As a matter of fact the slaves were 
almost without exception women kept as 
concubines, or persons as domestic serv- 
ants. Needless to say neither class was 
ever owned by the ordinary working man. 


Even Ford Couldn't Beat 
this for Price. 


ROM documents of the middle of, the 
gecond century we pave much interest- 
ing material on the value of farm animals. 
Tt is clear that their value was so great that 
the purchase of one was nearly, if not alto- 
gether, impossible for the common laborer. 
Averaging the value of nine camels sold be- 
tween 144 A.D. and 169 A.D., we find that 
they represented an investment of about 
nine months’ labor. Compared with modern 
prices this is extremely interesting. 

An ordinary camel today is worth about 
$75, and represents about seventeen months’ 
labor at the usual wage—15 cents a day. It 
is often said that the position of the common 
man was more favorable during the second 
century of our era than at any other period 
in Roman history. This seems to be borne 
out by the evidence of our tables. 

If we are justified in estimating the la- 
borer’s pay at about four and one-half arta- 
bae of wheat per month, we find him earn- 
ing twice the amount he earned in the frst 
century or in the fourth or later centuries. 

Compared with conditions today his lot 
was equally favorable. We have just seen 
that he could earn a camel in about one-half 
the time it would take today, while for every 
bushel of wheat earned today he could earn 
a bushel and a half then.

NDER Nero the madness of extrava- 
gance raged at its height exactly as did 
many baser and more immoral lusts. Drunk- 
entiess and gluttony were kindred to far 
more ruinous gratifications of the senses. 
His dinners often ran to twenty-two courses, 
costly wine was used in finger bowls, the 
couches were of silver, the ceilings in gold 
and ivory, retinues of slaves bore rare dishes 


on for the Bacchanalian diners merely to. 


taste, then bore them off again to dump into 
the Tiber. 

A friend of Nero’s gave a banquet wherein 
the roses alone used in the decorations cost 
$21,700. Luctus Verrus gave a banquet that 


cost $300,000, including favors. Caligula 


used to serve as favors to his guests food 
encased in models of gold. 

The great boom in the high cost of living 
manifested in these orgies of the decadent 
emperors grew up after the little parties on 


the Nile, and has found repetition and even 


defeat in gorgeous banquets, given in some 


of our own large cities during the last gen- 
eration.

@allus and Nero 
broken and re- 
broken by society 
in its prodigality 
of dinner expense.
